Guns, cars, 
Balloonist Attempting 
To Fly Across Atlantic

BAR HARBOR, Maine (UPI) 
— Hoping to become the first 
person to make a successful, 
transatlantic balloon voyage, 
Bob Sparks cut the lines on his 
“Yankee Zephyr’’ at 6:25 a.m. 
EDT today and drifted slowly 
eastward, disappearing in a 
light fog. 
Almost on cue, as the Yankee 
Zephyr lifted off, the sun began 
peeking through the fog, finally 
becoming a huge orange glow 
in the east. 
Sparks, .37, filed a mock flight 
plan shortly before liftoff which 
has him scheduled to arrive at 
Lebourget Airport, Paris, at 
10:30 a.m. Aug.. 13. However, 
Sparks, the entertainment di­ 
rector for 
a 
Pennsylvania 
resort, admitted he i-s at the 
mercy of the winds. 
“I'll 
see 
you 
in 
Paris 
Monday,” said one of his 
ground crewmen as the nine- 
story red, white and blue 
balloon hovered a few feet off 
the 
ground 
during 
ballast 
adjustments. 
A light breeze and a 38- 
degree temperature chilled the 
crowd of about 500 who arrived 
during the early morning hours 
to watch the liftoff. As soon as 
Sparks disappeared into the 
fog, the viewers drifted silently 
away. 
Sparks and his crew arrived 
at the airport about 2:30 a.m. 
to begin filling the balloon with 
73,000 cubic feet of helium. The 
empty balloon was laid, out on a. 
grassy area and the light 
breeze bounced it around as the 
helium began filling it. 
Sparks, wrho has been here 
since early last month awaiting 
the proper weather condi*ions, 
said he was “just a guy doing

I just like flying 
balloons. I’m not looking for 
any other answer.” 
The balloonist added, “I’m 
not doing this; to get my name 
in the record book; bu* if 1 do 
it, 1 sure want it there.” 
Sparks was decked out in a 
red, white and blue jump suit 
to match the decor of his 
balloon. On one collar he wore 
his balloonist pin and on the 
other he displayed World War I 
military wings given him by a 
World War I balloonist. 
Just before takeoff Sparks 
unfurled a 12-foot A menean 
flag from the gondola. 
In case of trouble, the 
gondola may be converted to a 
boat, complete with sail. 
Sparks has more than 500 
balloon trips to his credit and 
holds the record for staying 
aloft in a hot air balloon—11 
hours and 14 minutes. 
Even with that experience, 
however, the trip is a danger­ 
ous one. No balloon has ever 
cross the Atlantic before. In 
1068, two Canadians tried it. 
They ended up becalmed over 
Nova Scotia, however, and 
finally floated down into the 
Atlantic.

A special meeting between the 
City Council and represent i ves 
of the local school system was 
held prior to the regular City 
Council meeting Tuesday night

Malson answered by referring 
to the city’s 1969 ordinance 
which states that all meters will 
be installed by the city utility 
but paid for by the consumer. 
This ordinance was approved by 
the Public Service Commission 
of Indiana. The council agreed 
that the school must pay the 
fee for the cost and installation 
of the meter or they will not 
supply the water. 
Volton asked why his firm 


had not been informed of the 
ordinance. 
Malson retorted that normally 
the architectural firm cheeks 
with the city utility a ¡bout such 
matters and had not in this 
case. 
Superintendent of the City 
Utilities, Ray Suttle, stated, that 
in addition to the water meter 
problem, he personally had to 
stop an incorrect installation of 
sewer hookup by the school’s 
contractors because the firm 
had failed to contact the utility 
to ascertain requirements for 
the installation. 
The price the school will need 
to bear for the water meter will 
be approximately $460, ac­ 
cording to Suttle. 
Huddleston's second letter to 
the council stated that the 
school's contractor firm wanted 
to put in corrugated, steel rather 
than concrete drainage ditching 
for the 78 acres now owned by 
the school and annexed by the 
city.The council consented that the 
steel pipe could be used but 
it must meet material standards 
or the city would not take over 
the ditching and m a in ten a. nee 
after installation. 
The council demanded in 
writing by August 14 an 
engineering study of size of 
drainage pipe needed. The city 
has asked for this information 
on numerous occasions but 
never received the information, 
it was stated.

Reply Today 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
called a news conference today 
to respond to allegations that 
he was part of a kickback 
scandal in his home state of 
Maryland. 
The meeting with newsmen 
was set for 3 p.m. EDT in the 
Old Executive Office Building 
next to the White House. 
Agnews 
press 
secretary, 
Marsh Thomson, said in an­ 
nouncing the news conference 
that “we presume it’s going to 
deal with the alleged charges in 
Baltimore.” He offered no 
further details. Other infor­ 
mants said it would deal with 
the investigation i n v o l v i n g 
Agnew. 
To previous inquiries, Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren had held a steady “no 
comment” on Nixon’s attitude. 
Rut at midday, he said: “The 
fact that this investigation is 
under way is no reason for the 
President to change his confi­ 
dence or attitude toward the 
vice president.” 
Knight Newspapers published 
a report Tuesday that Agnew 
allegedly received $1,000 • 
week from contractors when he 
was a Maryland government 
official and that he got a $50,000 
lump sum after becoming vice 
president in 1969.

Wheat Price 
Hits Record 
Levels In U.S. 
By JAMES R, KING 
United Press International 
New government predictions 
indicate food prices will jump 
higher this year than they have 
in any year since 1947. .As the 
Depaftment 
of 
Agrin*u lure 
released its predictions Tues­ 
day, the price of wheat rose to 
record, levels. 
A bushel of wheat which sold 
this time last year for $1.75, 
went for $4.14 on the commodi­ 
ty market in Chicago. Agricul­ 
ture officials said 1973 food 
prices would be 20 per cent 
over 1972 levels—the biggest 
jump since prices climbed 21 
per cent 26 years ago., 
In more bad news for the 
consumer, the Department of 
Agriculture said meat prices in 
the second half of the year will 
be well above the first six 
months. 
At present, beef prices are 
protected 
by 
a 
government 
freeze 
until 
Sept. 
12, 
but 
consumers 
have found 
meat 
counters empty or understock­ 
ed, and producers have blamed 
the price ceiling. 
Cost has Increased 
In Texas, for instance, the 
Neuhoff Brothers Meat, Co. of 
Dallas 
said 
the 
cost 
of 
processing has increased—but 
the firm, cannot pass on, the 
increases 
to 
the 
consumer 
because of the price freeze, and 
so loses $106 on each head of 
cattle slaughtered 
“We’re not buying any cattle 
*nd won’t resume slaughtering 
until the ceiling 
prices 
are 
taken off.” said Vice President 
J. B. Neuhoff. 
The 
situation 
has 
caused 
several packing houses to close, 
laying off thousands of meat- 
cutters, 
while 
supermarkets 
have had to ration what beef 
they 
have 
to 
sell, 
some 
restaurants are sold out of beef, 
and cattle rustling and wildlife 
poaching is on the increase. 
In Detroit,, the manager of 
W r I g 1 e y Supermarkets en­ 
couraged shoppers to consider 
rabbit, as an alternative to beef.

To the Apostle Paul sin was death and 
salvation was life. He goes on in the sec­ 
ond chapter of Ephesians to say that liv­ 
ing in sin is two-fold: First, living “ac­ 
cording to the course of this world’ ; and 
second, “living according to the prince of 
the power of the air.” Those who live in 
disobedience to the will of God, those 
who live to satisfy the natural appetites 
are “dead in sin.” 
Such a state — and we all were at one 
time in this condition — requires more 
than forgiveness; it requires regenera­ 
tion, or a spiritual resurrection. Such an 
experience prepares the believer’s heart 
to walk in “newness of life.”

Officials Deny 
Homes’ Spending 
Benefited Nixon

The installation of a heating 
system in the California home

Secret Service found the gas 
heaters in the 43-year-old villa 
unsafe, the report said.

Warren said Nixon had ordered 
an independent auditing firm to 
prepare a public accounting of

fornia and Florida homes. 
This information, long sought 
by correspondents after publi­ 
cation of reports that Senate 
investigators were looking into 
alleged improprieties, will be 
available near the end of the 
month, he said.

avaiahle to the public and the 
Congress, ’ Warren said. 
He expressed confidence that 
these disclosures w-ould clear 
up false impressions that the 
President had been personally 
enriched at taxpayers expense.

But it was a realis­ 
tic decision, he added. 
“ Even if we would get a band 
director right now, it would 
give us only two weeks to get 
ready for the state contest,” he 
said. “Before ,the band mem­ 
bers usually started learning 
their music late in July and 
began going to band 
camp, 
which lasted about six hours a 
day, to work everything out 
exactly. 
“Now' there just isn't time to 
do what has to be done ” 
Frank Bienas, who directed 
the band to the marching title, 
resigned in mid - July, which 
Cassity said thwarted attempts 
to quickly find a replacement. 
The school board, he said, had 
made great efforts in securing 
a replacement, but was faced 
also wdth hiring a new superin­ 
tendent, high school principal 
and vice principal and coaches 
in every sport, plus dealing with 
the repercussions of the teacher 
strike. 


Burris Offered Help 
The strike was partially gen­ 
erated. according to teaching 
spokesman when it began last 
May, by the firing of former In­ 
diana and New Castle basket­ 
ball star Ray Pavy, who has 
been confined to a wheel chair 
since an automobile accident 
interrupted a promising athletic 
future. 
“ If we hadn’t had so much of 
a shakeup, it might have been 
better,” Cassity rem arkid.

Miss Callas will sing a 
program of songs, arias and 
duets with Italian tenor Gi­ 
useppe di Stefano, one of her 
favorite partners in the golden 
days when she reigned as 
queen of divas. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — People 
who move around the country 
have been puzzled recently to 
discover in a number of 
communities that you first 
must dial the number “1” to 
place a long distance call. 
It 
seems 
the 
telephone 
companies are running out of 
numbers in this population 
explosion and greater depend­ 
ence on phones. 
“In smaller communities, it 
may mean that the equipment 
is a little old fashioned and not 
up to handling long distance 
calls with the usual 10 digits, 
including the area code,” said a 
New 
York 
Telephone 
Co. 
spokesman. “This is true in 
Southern Connecticut and some 
other regions.” 
In Los Angeles, the whole 
city was put on the number 1 
prefix system in July for direct 
dialing of long distance calls. It 
will happen in New York by the 
end of this decade, probably in 
1978. Chicago, Washington, Bos­ 
ton and other metropolitan 
complexes probably are in for 
the same change in the near 
term. 
Equipment Is Costly 
“We don’t actually need the 
number 1 prefix in New York 
yet, 
but 
we 
have 
been 
anticipating it for some months 
and already have made half the 
mechanical changeover neces­ 
sary to adapt the syscem,” the 
spokesman said. 


In Los 
Angeles, 
Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. said 
it cost about $10 million for 
mechanica: equipment changes 
and about $575,000 for an 
advertising campaign to edu­ 
cate the public to use the 
number 1 prefix for direct 
dialing of long distance calls. 
The number 1 system is not 
expected to solve permanently 
the mathematical problem that 
is causing the telephone compa­ 
nies to adopt it. Something 
better will be devised in the 
next 10 or 15 years. 
The 
telephone 
companies 
have no trouble in getting 
sufficient number combinations 
to keep up with their expanding 
business out of the regular 
seven digit individual line 
numbers. A computer can toss 
out enough of these to prevent 
duplication in even the largest 
cities. 
Long Range Solution 
The three-digit area codes 
are something else. Three 
digits don’t provide enough 
n u m e r i c a l combinations to 
avoid duplication. But the 
Number “1” used as “a prefix 
to the prefix” makes it clear to 
sophisticated dialing machinery 
that a call is long distance not 
local. That will give greater 
Los Angeles up to 152 more 
area code combinations, such 
as New York’s 212 or Washing­ 
ton’s 202. 
The switching machinery’s 


detector will tell by the 
Number 1 prefix that the Los 
Angeles subscriber is trying to 
dial New York instead of some 
nearby community that has 
been given the area code 212. 
When New York, Boston, 
Chicago and other cities adopt 
then number 1 system, parts of 
their areas will be able to use 
area code numbers now con­ 
fined to other parts of the 
country. 
The long range solution? The 
only ones in sight are a 
complicated time delay system 
or one which would divide all 
big cities into two or more 
artificial zones for telephone 
purposes.

Dies Watching 
Son Play Ball 
DECATUR. Ind. (UP!) — Sor- 
vices will be held here Thurs­ 
day for Richard G. Schauss, 49, 
Decatur, who collapsed and 
died while watching his 12 year- 
old son play in a Little League 
all-star game at Leo Monday 
night. 
Schauss, an avid sports fan 
and father of three sons who 
excel in athletics, was watch­ 
ing his son Craig play when he 
was stricken with a heart at­ 
tack.

NEW YORK (UPI) — As 
firemen for the fourth day dug 
through the hill of rubble from 
a collapsed hotel, one of them 
watching for bodies spotted a 
tpuppy hanging by its leash 
from a power shovel loaded 
with debris. 
The 8-month-old mongrel was 
kicking and yelping furiously 
Tuesday as the shovel headed 
toward a dump truck. 
“Hey, there’s a dog there,” 
shouted the fireman, Joseph 
Shreck. The shovel swung to 
the middle of the street. 
Firemen released the leash 
from the bricks and mortar. 
One dripped water out of a hose 
onto the street. The dog lapped 
it up. 
It had been trapped under the 
31-foot pile of rubble for 3Mi 
days, ever since the University 
Hotel, once the city’s most 
elegant, collapsed Last Friday. 
The firemen also dug the 
body of .. woman out of the 
wreckage. It was the second 
body found in the collapsed 
hotel, which since its heyday 
has mainly housed welfare 
clients.
